Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Report  of  tlie  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Borough,  and  the  work  done  for  the  year  1913,  being  the  33rd 
Annual  Report  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(A.)  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

1.  Physical  Features  and  Genera!  Character  of  the 

District.  There  is  no  change  to  record  from  my  previous  reports. 

2.  Social  Conditions.  The  population  fell  in  the  decennial 
period  1901—1911  from  11,045  to  10,608, 

Since  the  last  census  a  considerable  number  of  houses  of  the 
better  class,  which  had  been  standing  empty,  have  found  occupants. 
So  that  it  is  probable  that  the  decrease  in  population  may  have  been 
arrested  and  even  turned  to  an  increase. 

There  is  no  occupation  in  the  Borough  which  can  have  any 
special  influence  upon  public  health. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Borough  in  receipt  of  outdoor 
relief  in  1913  was  250  in  120  families.

The  Ro}ral  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital,  which  is  situated  in 
the  Borough,  is  largely  used  by  the  inhabitants  in  cases  of  serious 
illness,  accidents  and  operations  ;  while  its  out-patient  department 
affords  help  to  many  suffering  from  chronic  and  minor  ailments.  In 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  at  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of 
the  Insurance  Act,  it  was  decided  to  treat  insured  persons  only  in 
cases  of  urgency  ;  but  this  regulation  has  now  been  relaxed,  and  no 
patient  requiring  treatment  or  operation  which  his  panel  doctor  cannot 
give  him  is  now  refused  admission. 

The  number  of  in-patients  in  1913  was  5 !  9  against  667  in  1912. 
The  number  of  out-patients  was  708  against  1042. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  Insurance  Act  has  relieved  the  volun¬ 
tary  hospital  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  its  work. 

(B.)  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  The  year  1913  was  a  momentous  one  with 
regard  to  the  water  supply  ;  as  it  marked  the  taking  into  use  of  the 
New  Well  at  Knighton,  alluded  to  in  my  last  two  reports,  and  the  new 
machinery  connected  with  it. 

The  new  well  is  situated  at  the  northern  end  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  property,  and  is  sunk  150  feet  into  the  upper  chalk  with  low 
*  level  adits  into  the  chalk  and  upper  greensand. 

There  is  a  very  fine  double  set  of  pumps  on  the  internal 
explosion  system ;  both  for  raising  the  water  from  the  well  and  for 
lifting  it  to  the  covered  reservoir  at  Ashey  whence  it  is  distributed  to 
the  district. 

Each  set  of  pumps  is  capable  of  delivering  50,009  gallons  per 
hour  into  the  Ashey  reservoir. 
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The  motive  power  is  suction  gas,  generated  from  coke  on  the 
premises. 

The  water  is  delivered  to  the  consumer  without  having  been 
exposed  to  the  light  of  day. 

Though  the  expense  of  the  new  well  and  pumps  has  been  very 
heavy ;  the  economy  of  fuel  is  expected  to  be  so  great  that  the  actual 
additional  burden  on  the  ratepayers  will  be  practically  nil. 

The  only  disappointment  that  may  be  looked  for  is  that  the 
supply  may  not  entirely  suffice  for  the  needs  of  the  district  in  a  very 
dry  season ;  but,  in  that  case,  the  older  sources  of  supply  can  be 
utilized  to  supplement  it,  so  that  an  actual  shortage  is  hardly  possible. 

Total  pumped  from  chalk  202,631,020  gallons.  Lower  green¬ 
sand  37,748,300  gallons.  Total  240,386,320  gallons.  Supplied  to 
outside  districts  27,257,500  gallons. 

The  quality  of  the  water  obtained  is  most  excellent,  as  may  be 

seen  by  the  following  (the  latest)  report  from  the  Borough  Analyst.

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  two  small  streams  in  the  district 
are  not  utilized  for  any  purpose.  In  July  it  was  reported  to  me  that 
the  Binstead  brook  was  in  a  very  foul  state  owing  to  a  sewer  in  the 
adjoining  part  of  the  rural  district  having  been  opened  for  repairs, 
and  its  contents  allowed  to  flow  into  the  brook.  Representations 
were  made  in  the  proper  quarter  and  the  brook  was  promptly 
cleansed. 

Sewers  and  Drains.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
past  year. 
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The  occasional  flooding  of  basements  near  the  sea  level  when 
heavy  rains  and  a  rising  tide  combine  to  overfill  the  main  sewers,  is 
inevitable  under  the  present  system  ;  and  the  separate  treatment  of 
the  whole,  or  a  part,  of  the  storm  water  would  entail  a  heavy  expense 
which  has  not  at  present  been  considered  justifiable. 

The  open  road  ventilators,  which  were  prescribed  by  the 
Government  experts  when  the  drainage  system  was  initiated,  are  at 
times  offensive  and  gave  rise  to  complaints.  As  a  consequence  too 
many  of'  them  had  beeu  closed  ;  while  the  number  of  high  ventilators 
used  to  replace  them  is  quite  insufficient.  None  have  been  added 
during  the  year. 

I  would  urge  that  there  should  at  any  rate  be  one  at  the  head 
of  every  sewer. 

Scavenging  is  satisfactory  carried  out  by  the  town  employes. 
3264  loads  of  house  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  not  far  from  the  town,  and  I  must  once 
more  express  my  opinion  that  the  system  of  refuse  tips  is  insanitary 
and  out  of  date,  and  that  one  of  the  chief  needs  of  the  town  is  a 
refuse  destructor. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  my  campaign  for  sanitary  dustbins  has 
resulted  in  the  provision  of  1 8  more  during  the  year. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  unsavoury  smell  of  decaying  seaweed 
large  quantities  are  removed  from  the  foreshore  by  the  Corporation 
carts,  and  in  addition  to  this  167  loads  have  been  removed  by  private 
persons. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act  have  been  continued  during  the  year.  185 
houses  having  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself. 
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111  notices  have  been  served  in  respect  of  the  following  matters 
and  the  results  in  works  dyne  are  displayed  alongside.

Hill  Street,  Nos.  14,  15,  16.  Three  new  w.c.’s  built--with  new 
pans,  traps  and  flush  cisterns  Yards  paved  with  cement  slabs.  New 
6-inch,  drain  and  new  roofs. 

Warwick  Street,  Nos.  14  and  15,  and  Albert  Place,  Nos,  1,  2, 
3  and  4.  These  six  houses  were  reported  by  me  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee  to  be,  in  their  present  condition,  unfit  for  habitation.  The 
Sanitary  Committee  inspected  the  houses  with  me,  and  asked  the 
Borough  Surveyor  to  report  as  to  the  work  which  would  be  necessary 
to  put  them  in  habitable  repair.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  matter 
was  still  under  consideration,  and  no  recommendation  had  yet  been 
made  to  the  Council.  No  other  houses  have  been  reported  as  unfit 
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for  habitation.  Two  cottages  were,  however,  demolished  without 
formal  notice. 

The  following  are  particulars  of  the  other  work  performed  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

Three  house  drains  were  smoke  tested.  In  each  small  defects 
were  found  which  were  immediately  remedied. 

Premises  and  occupations  which  can  be  controitep 
by  byelaws  and  regulations. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

Offensive  Trades.  The  only  trade  of  this  kind  is  that  of  rag 
and  bone  dealer.  The  two  premises  used  for  this  purpose  are  regularly 
inspected  and  have  not  given  cause  for  complaint. 

It  is  a  highly  objectionable  feature  that  one  of  them  is  adjacent 
to  one  of  the  chief  school  buildings  ;  but  there  seems  to  be  no  remedy 
in  the  absence  of  a  positive  nuisance,  which  has  not  so  far  occurred. 

Slaughterhouses.  Are  regularly  inspected,  during  slaughter¬ 
ing,  and  at  other  times.  They  are  well  and  cleanly  kept. 

Piggeries.  There  are  23  in  the  district  and  they  have  not 
given  rise  to  any  complaint  during  the  year. 
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Schools.  See  my  separate  report  as  School  Medical  Officer. 


Food. 

Milk  Supply.  Mr.  J.  Vickers  Blake,  the  Borough  Veterinary 
Officer,  reports  that  he  has  inspected  about  130  cows  each  quarter 
during  the  year. 

He  has  condemned  four  cows  for  induration  of  udders.  Two  of 
these  were  destroyed  and  the  remaining  two  were  sold  out  of  the 
district.  He  took  five  samples  of  milk  for  microsopical  examination, 
in  none  of  which  was  the  tubercle  bacillus  found. 

In  conjunction  with  Mr.  Biake  I  inspected  one  cowstable  and 
milk  store  and  their  surroundings  which  were  in  a  highly  unsatis¬ 
factory  state.  I  wrote  to  the  owner  of  the  property  who  pointed  out 
that  the  tenant  was  responsible.  Ultimately  the  matter  was  arranged 
between  them  and  the  premises  put  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition. 

The  cowsheds  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  whitewashed 
twice  a  year. 

The  stables,  milking  utensils,  and  premises  generally  are  kept 
in  a  sanitary  state  with  one  exception. 

In  this  case  there  is  a  loft  over  the  stable  and  a  quantity  of 
useless  lumber  is  kept  in  the  stable.  The  surrounding  ground  is  wet 
and  dirty,  the  drainage  of  the  stable  is  unsatisfactory,  and  the  milk 
cans  are  scoured  and  kept  (when  empty)  in  the  kitchen  where  the 
cowkeeper  and  his  family  have  their  meals. 

I  wrote  to  the  cowkeeper,  pointing  out  these  defects  and 
requiring  them  to  be  remedied  ;  and  have  just  learned  (February)  that 
he  has  expressed  the  intention  of  carrying  out  the  work. 
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Iii  two  other  cases  the  floors  of  the  cowstables  are  defective. 
This  has  been  pointed  out. 

Other  Foods  are  regularly  inspected,  as  also  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold. 

No  serious  defects  have  been  found. 

No  carcasses  or  parts  of  carcasses  have  been  condemned  for 
tuberculosis. 

I  would  again  suggest  that  one  of  the  officials  of  the  Council 
be  enabled  to  qualify  as  a  meat  inspector. 

Bakehouses  are  regularly  inspected.  There  are  no  under¬ 
ground  bakehouses.  No  defects  have  been  reported  to  me  during  the 
year.

Workshops  and  Workplaces  are  inspected  by  the  Officer 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

In  one  instance  he  asked  me  to  inspect  a  work  room  which  was 
being  prepared  for  use  by  a  tailor. 

I  found  that  it  was  a  basement  room,  insufficiently  lighted  and 
ventilated.  I  therefore  condemned  it  as  unfit  for  the  proposed  purpose.

One  of  these  cases  were  definitely  imported  from  outside.  In 
another  the  infection  was  traced  to  a  relative  living  outside  the 
Borough. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  the  first  case  not  having  been 
allowed  to  go  to  the  Isolation  hospital. 

Five  cases  (two  in  one  family)  occurring  in  the  last  two  months 
of  the  year  were  connected  with  one  another,  both  by  attending  at  the 
same  school  and  the  proximity  of  their  homes.  The  latter  seemed  to 
be  the  predominant  cause.  Fourteen  out  of  the  sixteen  cases  were 
treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  all  made  good  recoveries.

No  connection  could  be  traced  between  any  of  these  cases,  and 
in  none  of  them  could  the  source  of  infection  be  discovered.  Two  of 
them  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  July  case  was  attributed  to  eating  raw  cockles  from  the 

foreshore. 

In  the  latter  case  no  source  of  infection  could  be  discovered. 
Both  cases  were  treated  at  the  County  Hospital  and  made  good 
recoveries. 

While  on  the  subject  of  infection  by  cockles  I  must  add  that 
two  cases  were  notified  to  me,  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
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Ilford  and  Wandsworth  respectively ;  each  being  independently 
attributed  to  the  consumption  of  cockles  gathered  on  the  foreshore  of 
Ryde. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  public  should  be  warned  that  it  is 
unsafe  to  eat  these  cockles. 

Erysipelas.  Two  cases. 

It  will  be  seen  that  no  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  any¬ 
thing  approaching  epidemic  form  ;  and  that  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  is  very  moderate,  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  both 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have  been  very  prevalent  during  the 
year.  I  attribute  the  very  limited  spread  of  scarlet  fever  largely  to 
the  prompt  removal  of  nearly  every  case  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  In 
all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  premises  were  disinfected  with  the 
Lingner  formaldehyde  apparatus,  while  the  clothing  and  bedding 
were  removed  and  disinfected  bv  the  steam  disinfector. 

t/ 

Sixteen  patients  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all 
did  well.  The  nursing  arrangements  under  the  Matron,  Nurse 
Crowley,  have  proved  very  satisfactory,  and  the  patients  and  their 
friends  have  invariably  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  treatment 
they  have  received. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

The  new  order  for  compulsory  notification  of  tuberculosis  has 
not  at  present  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 

As  regards  phthisis,  which  is  the  chief  source  of  tuberculosis 
infection,  I  have  onty  received  eight  notifications  during  the  year,  and 
of  other  forms  only  three. 
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There  have  been  a  few  others  from  Medical  Officers  of  hospitals 
and  sanitoria,  but  these  have  related  to  cases  which  had  already  been 
notified. 

It  is  obvious  that  these  figures  by  no  means  represent  the 
number  of  cases  which  actually  exist,  and  are  under  the  doctor’s  care  ; 
and,  unless  the  order  is  carried  out  much  more  thoroughly  than  at 
present,  its  aim,  which  is  to  prevent  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,  will 
be  largely  defeated. 

Three  cases  have  been  sent  to  Sanatoria  under  the  Insurance 

Act. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  Sanatorium  benefits  under  the 
the  Act  should  be  extended  to  apply  to  the  dependants  of  insured 
persons. 

There  have  been  eleven  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
one  from  tuberculous  meningitis,  and  one  from  tuberculous  pleurisy. 

In  seven  instances  houses  and  bedding  have  been  disinfected 
after  deaths  from  phthisis.  In  all  cases  notified  visits  have  been  paid 
and  advice  given. 


Investigation  of  other  Diseases. 

No  special  incidence  of  other  diseases  requiring  investigation 
has  occurred  during  the  year. 

Chicken  pox  was  very  prevalent  in  the  schools  in  the  Spring 
and  measles  (especially  in  one  school)  in  the  Summer. 

In  five  cases  premises  and  bedding  were  disinfected  after  death 
from  cancer. 
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Means  of  Preventing  Morality  in  Child-birth  and  in 
Infancy. 

There  has  been  no  death  of  puerperal  fever  nor  any  notification 
of  that  disease. 

The  only  death  attributable  to  pregnancy  or  parturition  is  one 
from  puerperal  eclampsia. 

The  Infant  Mortalit\r  is  rather  higher  this  year ;  but  this 
increase  is  due  to  five  cases  of  death  from  immaturity,  three  of  which 
occurred  within  a  few  hours  and  the  other  two  within  a  few  days  of 
birth. 

One  death  was  from  whooping  cough  and  bronchopneumonia, 
one  from  icterus  neonatorum  with  secondary  umbilical  haemorrhage. 

The  remaining  three  cases  were  certified  as  marasmus,  and 
occurred  at  2,  4,  and  10  months  respectively.  There  was  no  death 
from  the  diarrhoeal  diseases.  Total  10  deaths  out  of  161  births  giving 
the  not  very  high  rate  of  62' 11  per  1000  births. 

Vital  Statistics.

In  accordance  with  the  general  rule  the  population  must  be  held 
to  have  diminished  at  the  same  rate  as  during  the  decennial  period 
1901-1911.  and  hence  must  be  taken  as  10,512.

Remarks  on  Table  I. 

Births  show  an  increase  from  140  to  161,  giving  a  birthrate  of 
15*31  per  1000  of  population  as  against  13-25  last  year,  and  an 
average  of  15-08  for  the  last  five  years. 

The  infant  mortality  shows  an  increase,  being’  10  deaths  or  a 
mortality  of  62-1 1  per  1000  births  registered  against  5  last  year  with 
mortality  of  37  71  ;  while  the  average  infant  mortality  for  five  years 
is  60  per  1000  births. 

Deaths  registered  in  district  157,  or  a  mortality  of  14  93  ;  as 
against  147  deaths  and  a  mortality  of  13-91  last  year. 

Average  of  last  five  years  157-6  deaths,  mortality  14-86. 
Seventeen  deaths  of  “residents”  occurring  away  from  Hyde,  chiefly 
in  the  County  Asylum  and  Workhouse,  have  to  be  added  to  these 
figures ;  while  20  deaths  of  non-residents,  chiefly  patients  in  the 
County  Hospital,  have  to  be  deducted.  The  final  corrected  figures 
therefore  are  154  deaths  or  a  deatlirate  of  14-64  compared  with  an 
average  for  five  years  of  155  2  deaths  and  a  deathrate  of  14-63. 

The  figures  for  the  year  are  therefore  almost  exactly  the  same 
as  the  five  year  average.
